Italy opposes change 
in EEC’s M.E. stand

ROMS. Italy opposes as 
premature any immediate state- 
ment by the European Economic 
Community (EEC) on a settlement 
In the Middle East and the rights of 
the Palestinian people. Foreign 
Minister Attillo Ruffini said yester- 
day. 

The Italian opposition will have 
significance inside the EEC os Italy 
holds the presidency of the EEC 
council of ministers for the first 
half of 1980. 

Speculation about the possible an- 
nouncement of a new EEC position 
was aroused by recent statements 
by French President Valery 
Giscard d' Estaing in support of the 
self-determination of the Palesti- 
nian people. 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher last night backed 
Giscard 's stand, but called for 
more discussion of the choices 
available to them. 

She told French television, “The 
broad general approach, which I 
think we fully agree with, is that in 
the general flowing work of a Mid- 
dle Eastern settlement you would 
expect the Palestinian peoples to be 
able to determine their own future. 

“But the other side must be that 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and the Palestinian peoples 
recognize Israel's right to exist 
within secure borders," she said. 

Thatcher added: “When we say 
self determination of the Palesti- 
nian peoples, they would have to 
have some idea of the choices 
available, and I think that a good 
deal more discussion needs to be 
undertaken to see what other alter- 
natives there are." 

Meanwhile, the Norwegian 


Government has taken exception to 
a report by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization news agency WAFA, 
claiming that Farouik Kadouml, 
head of the PLO's political depart- 
ment, was “officially notified by 
the Norwegian government of its 
support for the French stand." 

A spokesman for the Norwegian 
embassy in Tel Aviv told The 
Jerusalem Post that following 
verification with Oslo it had been 
established that no such official 
notification had been given. The 
Norwegian ambassador, Knut 
Aars. yesterday also conveyed this 
message to Moshe Sasson, am- 
bassador for special duties at the 
Foreign Ministry. 

Italian Foreign Minister Rufflnl 
told a news conference In Rome 
that the current phase in 
negotiations fixed at Camp David 
between Israel and Egypt over the 
West Bank and Gaza had a deadline 
of May 28. “It would be prudent to 
await this date, and see how the 
firrt stage of the Camp David 
agreements finishes," he said. 

Italy’s position was one of firm 
support for the security of Israel 
and for the legitimate right of the 
Palestinian people to decide their 
future freely, he added. 

Giscard yesterday wound up a 10- 
day tour of the Middle East and 
flew home after a meeting with 
Saudi Arabia’s King Khaled. He 
had arrived in Riyadh earlier in the 
day from Jordan on the last leg of a 
six-nation tour, which also took him 
to Kuwait. Qatar, Bahrain and the 
United Arab Emirates. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper said yester- 
day that Giscard had decided to In- 
vite Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO) leader Yasser Arafat 
to Paris.

Khomeini hacks students’ 
ban on UN-hostage meeting 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini yesterday 
broke bis silence on the U.S. em- 
bassy hostage crisis with a state- 
ment backing the stand of the mili- 
tant student captors and putting in 
■ doubt the future of a visiting UN 
commission. 

The statement was issued after a 
one-hour meeting, between the 
revolutionary leader and a majori- 
ty of members of the Revolutionary 
Council, who were apparently seek- 
ing a ruling on their deadlock with 


the students. 

But Khomeini declined to back 
the councils decision to allow an 
immediate meeting between the 
five-man panel of International 
lawyers and the hostages. He said 
such a meeting could only take 
place If the commission first 
published a- report, in Teheran, on 
its findings about tbe alleged 
crimes against Iran of tbe ex-shab 
and tbe U.S.

Nkomo accepts ministry 
in new Zimbabwe gov’t 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Veteran 
guerrilla leader Joshua Nkomo will 
serve as home affairs minister in 
the Zimbabwe government being 
formed by .Ms former spokesman, 
Robert Mugabe. 

Mugabe's spokesman Eddison 
Zvobgo made the announcement 
after a lengthy meeting between 
Mugabe, Nkomo and senior aides. 

Sources close to the talks said tbe 
home affairs ministry, which 
handles rural administration, will 
be expanded to Include police af- 
fairs as part of the Mugabe-Nkomo 
bargain. 

The sources said Mugabe had 


offered Nkomo the largely 
ceremonial post of president, but 
that Nkomo rejected It. 

Mugabe served as Nkomo’s 
publicity secretary in the early Six- 
ties, before the black nationalist 
movement split. 

In 1976. the two men formed an 
alliance — the Patriotic Front — to 
speed up the struggle against white 
Rhodesians’ minority rule. They 
split again to nm separately in the 
recent Independence election; but 
Mugabe, despite his landslide vic- 
tory, asked Nkomo to Join him In a 
coalition government. 


Kreisky seen pressing for

Syrian workers 
to battle terror 

DAMASCUS. — Syrian workers will 
set up their own paramilitary force 
to combat terrorism at home after 
violence in several Syrian cities, 
the country’s trade unions said 
yesterday. 

The decision to set up the 
“workers’ militias" was taken by 
the 19th general conference of 
' Syrian trade unions and conveyed 
to President Hafez Assad in a 
telegram late Sunday. 

The trade union Is government- 
controlled and Its decision had the 
support and early endorsement of 
the ruling Ba’ath Party, political 
sources said. 

’Die telegram said tbe conference 
decided to "open centres for Syrian 
workers where they will be trained 
in the use of weapons." 

The conference also decided to 
set up "armed squads who, 
together with other popular 
organizations, will be responsible 
for safeguarding national unity." 

The new approach tt confronting 
terrorism at home coincided with 
violence in various cities Involving 
fanatic Moslem Brotherhood fun- 
damentalists. 

Syrian security forces killed a 
prominent leader of the outlawed 
Brotherhood in a clash In the 
northern city of Hama last week, 
government sources reported 
yesterday- They named the man as 
Bassam Ama’oot and said he hod 
played a key role In an extremist 
faction of the Brotherhood. 

There have been unconfirmed 
reports of widespread unrest and 
anti-government violence In Hama, 
some 160 ferns north of Damascus, 
over the past few weeks. (UPI,

"A foreign minister does not have 
a foreign policy of his own." Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin told tbe 
Knesset last night. "His job is to 
carry out the policy decided by the 
government." 

Begin was replying to the debate 
on the appointment of Yitzhak 
Shamir as Israel’s sixth foreign 
minister. 

Tbe House approved the appoint- 
ment by a vote of 55-39. with three 
abstentions. 

The ayes were cast by the coali- 
tion factions, and the nays by the 
Alignment. Hadash, Shell, CRM, 
part of ShaJ. and Tehlya. 

The abstainers were Moshe 
Dayan (independent) and 
Mordechai Virshubski and Antnon 
Rubinstein (both Sh&i). Shai gave 
its deputies a free vote, and those 
who voted against Shamir’s ap- 
pointment were David Goiomb, Stef 
Wertheimer, and Shmuel Toledano. 

Speaking is the debate, Dayan 
said he was concerned about 
recently expressed Egyptian 
claims to a special relationship 
between Egypt and the Gaza Strip. 
There was no basis in the peace 
agreement for such a special 
relationship, Dayan said. 

He also criticized the government 
for having evacuated western Sinai 
without any written agreement on 
the overseeing of the demilitariza- 
tion provisions. 

Referring to last Thursday’s 
Knesset debate, Dayan faulted the 
Alignment for not having supported 
the Likud's resolution endorsing the 
prime minister's statement utterly 
rejecting the Security Council’s 
anti-Israel resolution of March 1. 

Dayan also faulted the Likud for 
having failed to support the first 
three paragraphs in the Alignment 
draft resolution with which it was in 
agreement. The Security Council 
resolution was one of the harshest it 
ever adopted against Israel, Dayan 
said, and all sides of the House 
should have understood the impor- 
tance of taking a united stand 
against it. 

Moshe Shahal (Alignment) call- 


ed Shamir’s appointment the height 
of irrationality. With the autonomy 
negotiations at their most critical 
stage, the prime minister had 
chosen a man who had abstained on 
the Knesset vote on the peace 
agreement, he said. 

Monhe Arens (Likud-Herut) said 
that whether autonomy meant a 
Palestinian state depended only on 
Israel.

Zerah Warhaftig (National 
Religious Party) urged Shamir not 
to be guided solely by the political 
line he has always followed, but to 
act as a moderating influence in the 
cabinet. 

Aflinon Rubinstein (Shai) said It 
was the height of absurdity that the 
person chosen to represent Israel's 
foreign policy was opposed to the 
government’s only achievement, 
the peace agreement. 

Binyamin Halevi (Democratic 
Movement) said that Shamir’s ex- 
perience, balanced judgment, and 
sense of responsibility would better 
serve Israel's interests than 
someone who ignores the dangers 
that lurk for Israel following the 
peace treaty with Egypt. 

I'zi Baram (Alignment) : At a 
time when normalization with 
Egypt has not led to normalization 
of our relations with the nations of 
the world, a man is proposed for 
foreign minister who is inflexible, 
lacking in political experience, and 
insensitive to the true external 
problems of Israel. 

Moshe Shamir (Tehiya) : Yitzhak 
Shamir should decline the appoint- 
ment and direct his struggle 
against the government's policy. 
What does a serious, responsible 
man like him have in common with 
the adventurers and chatterboxes 
who today constitute the Israel 
government?

Levy skid.' during ‘ the Meeting, 
that -we were in- .a helli s h peri o d , .. 
with price rises coming thick and 
fast every day. The daily news of 
such rises must be halted, he said. 
But Hurvitz explained that it wasn't 
the government that waa raising 
prices, it waa simply that coats kept 
going up. and that In fact it was the 
producers who kept raising the 
prices of their goods. 

But the really knotty problem 
facing the government is the price 
of electricity. Prices must be in- 
creased so that the Electric Cor- 
poration can make a profit, as it 
must do by law. But if this cannot 
be done, then alternative financing 
must be found for the corporation. 
On this issue, too, a number of 
different solutions are now being 
weighed to keep any rise at a 
moderate figure, or else to stave It 
off totally. 

Meanwhile, the central bank has 
said it objects to the government 
raising taxes as of April in an 
endeavour to solve its budgetary 
difficulties. Economists at the bank 
say that raising taxes while the 
economy is going full steam ahead 
will merely 'serve to speed up Infla- 
tion.

The number of. Israelis who 
receive unemployment insurance la 
four times greater than it was four 
months ago, Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Minister Israel Katz an- 
nounced yesterday. 

In February, 3.800 persons — 22 
per cent of them university-, 
educated — received stipends. 

The number of Job-seekers was 
27,500 in February — . almost no 
change ‘compared to January. But 
the number of jobs offered dropped 
from 19,700 to 15,900. The number of 
those out of work for more than six 
days was 7,800 in February, a rise 
of 55 per cent over January. 

Representatives of development 
towns, meanwhile, met yesterday 
with Finance Minister Yigael Hur- 
vitz to urge him to help reduce un- 
employment in their towns, where 
about 2,400 persons are getting un- 
employment insurance. 

They demanded that the defence 
industries take a more active role 
in seeking out labour In develop- 
ment towns and that the . govern- 
ment favour residents of their 
towns when dismissals from public 
service are imminent. 


Hurvitz could only, repeat his 
statements about the difficulty- of 
the economic situation, adding that 
residents of development towns 
were “on the toughest front. 

Hurvitz told them that imports 
h art dropped in the last two months 
by $80m. each month, and said that 
If they continued to complain, they 
would themselvek create an at- 
mosphere which would discourage 
potential investors from setting up 
Industries in development towns. 

Hurvitz was told that the number 
of job-seekera fn development 
towns is now over 9,008. 

The council heads of development 

towns appeared before the Knesset 
Labour and Social Affairs com- 
mittee yesterday. Wage-earners of 
Afula wanted their town declared in 
a "state of siege" for the next two 
years. Representatives of Ofakim 
said industry in their town was “out 
of date" and failed to attract 
university-trained manpower. They 
a inn complained of a, shortage of .

A representative of the Industry , 
Trade and Tourism Ministry 
promised that the ministry would 
give special consideration to 
development towns. 


Gov’t wants rent hikes 
brought in line with G-o-L

I The 'economic cabinet ' yesterday 
■ approved an amendment to the 
Tenants Protection Law which will 
let landlords raise rents from 70 to 
100 per cent of the Cost-of- Living in- 
dex. Up to now, rent rises have been 
limited to no more than 33.3 per 
cent of the previous year's rental, 
an anomaly during a period of 100 
per cent inflation. 

The amendment will also make It 
possible for rent rises to be an- 
nounced only one month In ad- 
vance, rather than at three months' 
notice, as at present. But it will still 
be the government that will deter- 
mine when and by how much rents 
can be raised. The amendment does 
not moke rent Increases automatic. 

Meanwhile, the National Associa- 
tion for the Protection of Tenants 
has planned a protest rally against 
the amendment next Sunday op- 
posite the Prime Minister's Office. 
The association says the amend- 
ment is tantamount to serving 
tenants with eviction notices. 

Other subjects dealt with by the 
economic cabinet were an exten- 
sion of regulations forbidding the 


opening of more banks, and the con- 
. tinu&tion pfaj oini ,Iara£l-]U. S .. pro- 
• ject for sea water desalination at 
.Ashdod. 

The economic cabinet also ap- 
proved in principle Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz's proposal 
for legislation, effective as of April 
1980, to adjust taxation in time of in- 
flation. The new regulations follow 
•the recommendations of the Gabb&i 
committee which point out that 
profits made on inventories purely 
because of inflation should not be 
taxed. But, this tax relief will be 
balanced out by taxing any profits 
made because of the effect of infla- 
tion on cheap loans. 

Industry will not he affected by 
the new law. Instead, it- will benefit 
far another year from the current 
law on tax relief for inventories, 
which takes no account of profits 
made on cheap, non-llnked govern-, 
ment loans. 

The extension that Hurvitz wants 
to grant industry will cost the state 
an estimated ISib. in lost tax 
revenue. But both Hurvitz and In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt are deter- 
mined to give industry this positive 
discrimination.

"Yigal Allon was part of our be- 
ing. He waa the beautiful Israeli.

This waa part of a eulogy for the 
late foreign minister and deputy 
premier delivered at the opening of 
yesterday's Knesset session by 
Deputy Prime Minister Yigael 
Tadln. 

Yadin recalled AUon's unique 
relationship with the men under his 
command In the Palmah. He did not 
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teach his fighters to hate the 
enemy, but to love their homeland, 
he said.

"But Yigal did not leave us In

At 8.30 yesterday morning, a 
neighbour entering the house to ask 
for an aspirin found the bodies and 
called the police. Meir Yisraell, 
who had reportedly come home half 
an hour earlier,- was still wearing 
his working clothes: .Shmuel was in 
his underwear and wore an army 
anorak. . 

Neighbours told The Jerusalem 
Post they were shocked by the 
tragedy. “Shmuel was a nice boy, 
quiet but very sociable. He had 
many friends among us." They said 
that they had heard no strange 
noises or loud voices, and no one ad- 
mitted hearing the shots.

The recipients would be harmed 
by “the hand of Islam” if they did 
not force their sisters to dress "in a 
modest, manner,” tbe letters 
reportedly warned. 

The police began a prolonged in- 
quiry into the matter after the 
recipients complained of harass- 
ment. They found that the suspects 
had -met regularly for religious dis- 
cussions in the Nur Shams mosque 
under the guidance of a young 
preacher. 

The suspects, Ohana said, were 
found in possession of shirts bear- 
ing the symbol of a hand interlaced 
with quotations from the Koran and 
surrounded by crossed swords.

pistol briefly hijacked a Middle 
East Airline jetliner yesterday and 
released all 65 passengers and crew 
members at Beirut Airport. - 

Mustafa Hammoud, a Shi’ia 
Moslem from the Southern 
Lebanese hamlet of Biet Lief, said 
he was trying to "revive inter- 
national interest In the fate of 
Imam Moussa Sadr," the missing 
leader of Lebanon’s 1.2 million 
Shi'ias. 

The Boeing 707 was hardly air- 
borne when Hammoud sprang from 
his seat, brandished his |1.50 (IS6) 
toy pistol and shouted "I’m hijack- 
ing this plane." one passenger said. 
Hammoud then proceeded to the 
cockpit and threatened the pilot 
with the same toy. 


Twenty minutes before landing, 
the pilot radioed Beirut Airport con- 
trol tower that the plane - on a 
regular flight from Amman to 
Beirut — was being hijacked. 

Security men quickly ringed the 
aircraft and officials alerted 
Interior Minister Naxem al-Qadrl 
who sped to the airport to negotiate 
with the hijacker. . . . 

But the door of the plane suddenly 
was opened and there was Ham- 
mond, smiling broatfly, touting. 
"I’m releasing everyone here, tie 
walked to & police officer, handed 
him the toy pistol and laughed. 

It was the third MEA plane to be 
hijacked this year with similar 
motives by SM’iaa protesting 
Lebanese government s inability to 
ascertain the fate of Sadr, who 
reportedly disappeared some years 
ago in Libya.

BLUE SKIES and continuous 
sunshine are here again, after a 
week of. heavy rain, hail and even 
imow. These bright clear days are 
the heralds of spring. 

Although our gardens are still too 
soggy to be workable, we should 
realise 'that next week , already 
there will be garden work of all 
kinds to keep us busy. 

Garden-owners in the plains and 
coastal areas, who had no snow to 
mulch and protect their plants 
probably suffered more from the 
last storms and night frosts than 
those in the hills. Many perennials 
die if exposed to winter wind and 
low temperatures without any snow 
cover. The snow did cause damage 
In the hilly areas because old trees 
or branches that could not sustain 
its weight fell, smashing 
everything In their path. 

First aid. The experienced gar- 
dener .knows what kind of “first 
aid” is essential now, a subject dis- 
cussed in this column at this time 
last' year, which I shall mention 
only briefly. 

Collect all fallen tree branches 
- and cones. Use a saw to remove 
damaged branches from trees and 
shrubs; and cut away badly bruised 
stems and side-branches on peren- 
nials. Clean garden beds and paths 
with a rake, saving leaves and pine 
needles for the compost heap. This 
cleaning Is Important to fight 
against pests and diseases. Feed 
damaged perennials with a general 
fertilizer (“ 20 - 20 - 20 “), allowing 
one-half to one-and-one-half 
teaspoons per plant, according to 
its size. 

Beware of pests and diseases. Not 
fully recovered* from winter 
damage; our gardens may soon 
face an even graver danger. Frosts 
often; kfil flowers and vegetables, 
but not. the disease-causing 
organisms or chrysalis -encased 
caterpillars that pass the winter in 
garden refuse. Debris left op the 
ground shelters harmful 
organisms, increasing their 
chances of living through the 
winter. Thus a thorough clean-up of 
garden refuse helps prevent infec- 
tion of spring plants. Powdery 
mildew, nuts and other leaf-and- 
stem disease organisms can

- minute seeds) and survive In plant 
debris. 

Among the most powerful and 
ever-present of garden pests are 
aphids, a kind of plant lice, but 
-there are many ways to fight and to 
destroy them. Before long we may 
be able to spot the first colonies of 
these sucking Insects on rose 
bushes, on the tops of new sprouts. 

All roses, of course, should have 
been pruned already. The warmer 
weather of spring will encourage 
them to produce light green and 
reddish new rose-sprouts. 

Several effective spray sub- 
stances are available for con- 
trolling aphids. It is important to 
destroy these insects as soon as yon 
see them to prevent the build-up of 
destructive populations. 

Malathlon and nicotine sulphate 
are contact sprays commonly used 
in this country. They must hit the 
aphid to kill it. This means you 
must spray carefully with a hand- 
sprayer producing a fine mist. 

. Spray from all angles above rose 
sprouts to cover them. Mixing a lit- 
tle, liquid soap Into the spray win 
make It - adhere better and work 
more effectively when it comes in 
contact with the Insect The mixing 
and handling directions printed on 
the bottle or package of poisoned 
liquid should be followed carefully. 
If you don’t want to use chemical 
sprays, there are other ways of con- 
trolling aphids. A mechanical way 
is to dislodge and scatter develop- 
' ing clusters of aphids with a strong 
blast of water from a hose. Repeat 
several times over a few days. 
Another way is to spray with a 


home-made tobacco essence made 
from cigarette butts or spray with a 
concentrated soap solution. Yon 
may also use some of the beneficial 

aphid-eating insects like the 
ladybird or praying mantis- In the 
U.S. gardeners are able to buy the 
egg cases of these insects, which 
will hatch out In the garden and 
destroy pests. Try to collect some to 
-put on your rose bushes. 

Chrysanthemums for all pur- 
poses. March is the time to plant 
chrysanthemums, which are 
suitable for flower beds, balcony 
containers, patios, or roof gardens. 
They are easy to grow, even for 
beginners. The best method is to 
plant rooted basal cuttings, taken 
from established plants In your gar- 
den. If you don’t possess 
chrysanthemum plants, rooted 
seedlings are available now at 
nurseries. They are offered in 
yoghurt clips, tins or plastic bags. 
They bloom in white, yellow, 
bronze, pink, red, etc. 

Select a place in the garden that 
is not heavily shaded, by buildings 
or trees, but it should not be a spot 
that gets sun all day. A spot that is 
shaded during the warmer hours of 
the day will suit these plants best. 
The soil should be soft (well-dug) 
and rich, as chrysanthemums are 
heavy feeders and delight In a soil 
rich in nourishment. Dig in a liberal 
quantity of manure or compost 
before planting. If the ground is 
very heavy, some peat moss or 
perlite should be mixed with the soil 
before planting. 

Set out the plants (or rooted cut- 
tings) 30 — 35 cm. apart, and If yon 
want to plant several rows, leave 40 


— 50 cm. between rows. Water 
plants immediately after putting 
them in. When growth has visibly 
started, about 3 — 4 weeks after 
planting, pinch out the centre of the 
main shoot to make the plants 
branch. At that time It is also a good 
idea to drive a strong stake firmly 
into the ground close to each plant 
to proride support. Tie each plant 
loosely to the stake. Coloured 
plastic supports can be bought at 
garden centres. 

Water* the sofl thoroughly about 
every 3-4 days in March and April 
and 3-4 times a week in summer. 
Make sure the irrigations are deep. 
Due to their heavy foliage, 
chrysanthemums take up large 
amounts of moisture from the soil. 

To produce larger flowers, disbud 
when the first buds appear, leaving 
only one bud on each stem. 

Shasta daisies (big marguerites), 
a perennial flower in tbe 
Chrysanthemum family, can also 
be planted In March. Set the plants 
25-30 cm. apart with 35-40 cm. from 
row to row. To prolong the bloom- 
ing period of these lovely spring 
and summer flowers, pick off all 
faded flowers and water freely. 
Every second or third year, when 
the daises became overcrowded, lift 
tbe plants with a garden fork In 
autumn and divide them for replan- 
ting. This can also he done in early 
spring. 

CUria (Olivia miniata or clMa 
aduma in Hebrew) Is a native of 
Africa. This evergreen house plant 
adapts well to Israeli climatic con- 
ditions. It can go on a balcony or in 
an open patio In a wind-protected 
corner. For everyone who gets the 
opportunity to grow this flower, it 
becomes a favourite pot plant, 
because of the beautiful pinkish-red 
or orangesflowers borne so proudly 
above dark green strap-like leaves, 
and because of its adaptability to 
culture indoors. If you want to grow 
a clivta In the garden, choose a 
shady place under trees or at the 
north side of buildings. 

Tbe soil composition for Cliviaz 
should he as follows: two parts 
well-rotted leaf mold or home- 
made, black compost; two parts 
loam or any good garden soil (red 
soil); and one part sand. To this 
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Casting the movements into 
smoothly flowing continuous forms, 
details were beautifully integrated. 
Sequences were never boring or 
merely cheap devices, and climax- 
es never outgrew themselves. 

Chung is a conductor to be watch- 
ed. The orchestra would do well to 
invite him for the next season.

THE INFLUX of young musicians 
from the U.S. into the Jerusalem 
Symphony Orchestra has affected 
the orchestra's quality, particular- 
ly the brass, and introduced 
chamber music proving that brass 
can be very musical instruments. 
The brass fanfares opening the 
weekly symphony concerto at the 
Jerusalem Theatre are sometimes 
the best musical offering of the 
evening. 

Two pieces on this evening were 
arranged by members of tbe Brass 
Quintet, suggesting a way of enhan- 
cing its repertoire, just as excellent 
transcriptions have been made by 
Mordehai Rechtman, the 
bassoonist of the Israel Wind 
Quintet, for “his" group. 

Renaissance and Early Baroque 
are, of course, natural sources for 
this kind of music. Joaquin and 
Gabrieli were beautiful examples, 
and the madrigals by Gesualdo 
stimulated as always with their 
"modern" harmonic surprises. The 
Vivaldi, transcribed by J.S. Bach, 
re-arranged by Baldwin, provided a 
four de force for the players' 
technical brilliance. Unexpectedly, 
the Debussy Chansons proved at- 
tractively suitable for muted brass. 
The only piece written for brass 
quintet — the Quintet by Victor 
Ewald — was rather boring, as It 
showed professional acquaintance 
with the instruments but lacked in- 
spiration. After this rather tedious 
exercise the last three numbers 
could be even more appreciated as 
the excursion Into blues, ragtime 
and jazzy rhythms raised spirits to

great heights. An encore, sounding, 
like a mixture of Manzlni and Sousa 
provided the musical programme 
with a rousing end.

THE FOURTH programme In this 
series sponsored by the Tel Aviv 
Museum and the department of 
musicology of Tel Aviv University 
offered an Introductory lecture by 
Prof. Herxl Shmueli, with some off- 
tile-beaten- track, but highly il- 
luminating examples. These were 
performed by Abigail Harari, 
clarinet: Irlt Rob-Steindr, piano, 
and Sylvia Shamai, soprano. Tbe 
concert proper regrettably centred 
on the conventional repertoire, but 
both Irina Edelstein and Mira 
Zakai brought out a glowing roman- 
tic spirit and bandied the emotional 
demands of tbe music with a fine 
sense of balance. 

“Krelalerlana” and Chopin's 13- 
flat sonata emerged as fine ex- 
amples of how total Identification, 
imagination and spontaneity could 
be channeled Into beautifully con- 
trolled interpretations. The Chopin 
mazurka was outstanding, as was 
Schumann's song cycle. Miss 
Zakal's interpretive faculties have 
considerably deepened. There was 
a fair amount of unconcealed per- 
sonal manner, which gave the per- 
formance stature and character. 

'Edith Zvi was an excellent 
collaborator. She added colour and 
projected moods. Within the 
framework of the fo r m . e.g. two 
equally Important parts, she fully 
contributed her share.

SINCE ISRAELI compositions 
rarely appear on the programmes 


of the Jerusalem Symphony 
Orchestra, it was unfortunate that 
the Gelbrun “Pieces" fell victim to 
a snowfall, which led to the 
cancellation of some rehearsals. 
Thus the Tuesday Night audience 
had to forgo hearing it; conductor 
and orchestra ore to be commended 
for not choosing to rush through tbe 
pieces after too few rehearsals and 
concentrating on the two major 
works on the programme. 

Claude Frank is one of those 
blessed artists brought up in strict 
classical discipline but is mellowed 
by romantic emotionalism — just 
the right mixture for Beethoven's 
Concerto in C. Htoapproaclrto the 
master's style is healthily* virile 
and balanced: dynamic and 
dramatic parts are given their due; 
strong accents have just the right ■ 
weight; the lyrical side of tbe music 
— which in this case plays a moat 
prominent role — is interpreted in 
beautiful singing lines and delicate 
shades of soft dynamics. Pearly 
runs mid even arpeggios are part of 
the pianist’s technical ac- 
complishments and are applied 
with such ease and naturalness that 
the listener can take in tbe presen- 
tation as a smooth whole while ad- 
miring Claude Frank’s artistry.

^Th^Zion Hotel, located near Zion Square 
on Rehov Luntz 4. over the Rimon 
Restaurant. Is a pleasant, three-storey es- 
tablishment. 45 years old. which prides Itself 
on its recent renovations and successful 
combination of the old and the new. 

The present proprietors. Yugoslavian- 
born Yitzhak Bibas and his wife, have been 
with the Zion since 1971. Bibas, an 
agronomist by profession with some 50 
years' experience in Israeli farming, went 
into the hotel business as an investment. 
Since he speaks 12 languages, has a nice 
way with people and a good business head, 
he has managed to convert an old, run-down 
lodging house with a long history of past 
hospitality into a family-style, charming 
two-star hotel. 

The Zion boasts 20 bedrooms, most of 
them built around a small panelled lobby on 
every floor in which guests gather Informal- 
ly in the evening to exchange experiences 
and chit-chat. There is a piano and TV set to 
further consolidate the family atmosphere. 
The high ceilings, thick walls, spiral stair- 
case with iron-grill banister and arched win- 
dows and doors have been preserved from 
an earlier era. but the huge bedrooms have 
been divided, and Individual modem, tiled 
bathrooms Installed as well as telephones, 
central heating and attractive lighting and 
curtains to bring the standards up to the 
1980s. A kitchen and dining area with pine 
panelling are not yet in use. Its original 
rafter roof has been camouflaged. However, 
the turn-of-the-century metal porches 
overlooking the busy commercial centre of 
Jerusalem remain in their original form. . 

Bibas has been host to many interesting 
guests and groups since he became 
manager. For instance. In 1974, Melr 
Kahana rented a full floor for 50 American 
boys who belonged to his Oz V'Torah 
organization. The boys studied Talmud and 
judo and made plans to ship arms to the 
Jewish Defence League in the U.8. Their 
programme to blow up the Russian Em- 
bassy in New York was apparently hatched 
In his lobby. The Black Panthers, who ob- 
jected violently to Oz V’Torah, threatened to 
blow up the Zion Hotel at this point, so Bibas 
reluctantly let the group go. 

Bibas has an agreement with the 
municipality to keep three rooms on call for 
emergencies, e.g.. children who must be 
removed from their parents, victims of 
terrorist attacks or natural disasters whose 
houses are destroyed, or snowplough 
workers who must stay In town if there Is a 
threat of snow. Part of the security forces 
who policed the streets of the capital during 
Carter's recent visit were put up at the Zion. 

Army officers on courses, potential im- 
migrants connected to the Jewish Agency's 
Tour V’Oleh and participants at inter- 
national congresses are among the more 
common groups of guests who mingle and 
conglomerate in the Zion lobbies. 

Jpas Is especially. proud of the young 
bqga^ahd girls whose parents send them to 
his hotel for safe-keeping during a summer 
visit, a practice first instigated by the 
previous proprietor. Rabbi Yehoahua 
Fischel Sacks, a well-known Jerusalem 
figure, now 80 years old and retired. Rabbi 
Sacks managed the hotel with his wife, 
Chaya Sima, from 1935. The rabbi was a 
bearded Talmid Haham who gave daily 
sheurim in Nah&lat Shiva and left the mun- 
dane operation of the hotel to his wife. The 
establishment's reputation for excellent, 
strictly kosher meals attracted a dis-

tinguished medley of visitors. Members of 
the government in planning, tourists from 
abroad and Christian pilgrims were not only 
guests but became friends of the Sacks and 
their seven children. 

Many immigrants from Germany with en- 
tire families stayed there in the 1930s for 
weeks and even months until they got settl- 
ed. Some were originally anti-Zionists and 
only came to Palestine as a last resort. Mrs. 
Sacks pumped ideology Into them and 
helped them find work, apartments, schools 
for the children and gave sage business ad- 
vice, as if she were an Absorption Centre 
director. When the aliya waves changed, 
and families from Syria and Persia began to 
stay with them, the flexible proprietress 
sometimes turned her kitchen over to them 
when she saw that her Ashkenazi cooking 
wasn't to their taste. 

During the War for Independence and the 
siege of Jerusalem, members of the 
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Haganah stayed at the hotel, as did the 
drivers of the convoys which broke through 
the Jerusalem corridor. Important 
decisions and actions were taken in those 
crucial days at the Zion. 

On a happier note, many weddings in 
Jerusalem were held there, especially by 
extremely religious families who required 
the dfvfcMd halls, one for men. one for 
women, which the hotel offered. Since 
retirement, Mrs. Sacks has never gone back 
to see the renovated Zion. She feels too 
emotional about the years of dedicated ser- 
vice she devoted to her work and can't bring 
herself to see it under “strangers.'' 

The building itself belonged neither to 
Rabbi Sacks or Yitzhak Bibas and his 
partners. It is part of the Bililios Estate ad- 
ministered by a committee of the Va'ad 
HaEdah ' Ha-Sepharadit. Simcha-Sima 
Bililios was a fabulously wealthy widow who 
lived in Calcutta and Hongkong and who

Warshavsky family still has books of 
genealogy, arranged according to KoUel af- 
filiation which Shmuel Mordechai and MS 
son, Todros, maintained and which are still 
occasionally consulted by old-time residents 
seeking Information about their ancestors. 

The Tel Aviv Hotel, which Todros passed 
on to his oldest son Saul, changed its name to 
Ron In 1958 to avoid mail mix-upa (the ad- 
dress: Tel Aviv Hotel on Jaffa Street in the 
city of Jerusalem led to a lot of lost letters) . . 

' It was a grandiose, massive building when it 
opened and indeedmany formal dinners and 
state affaire were held there during Man- 
datory times. 

The hotel's fate has reflected the history 
of Israel through all its stages.lt has seen 
days of heroism, Joy, fear and glory. When 
Menahem Begin emerged from the un- 
derground in the summer of 1948, he made 
his first public speech from the Tel Aviv's 
porch overlooking a rapt crowd of followers 
gathered in Zion Square. 

When a refrigerator'Talew up In Zion 
Square a few years ago killing and maiming 
tens of victims, one of the hotel’s porches 
blew off and the first casualties were treated 
on the premises. Following another terrorist 
attempt when a bomb went off in the Zion 
Theatre, a spontaneous performance .of sup.-, 
port was: given oh that same'ipbrch' fecrosa 
the street from the cinema by some -of 
Israel's leading entertainers. . 

Some of the Ron's radiance has dimmed in 
recent years. The grand spiral staircase at 
the entrance commencing with two marble 
pillars and the dual carved lion heads under 
the central porch still give witness to a 
glorious past. The high ceilings and Arab- - 
tiled floors also date back to a more lavish 
period. The hotel offers 15 well-furnished 
bedrooms -with separate bath and toilet and 
an attractive dining hall overlooking the- 
heart of the city. 

Esther Landner and her husband, 
Yehoshua, who now continue the family 
tradition as third generation hoteliers, es- 
timate that most of their guests come from 
abroad and only a few are local visitors. 

The Ron, like the Zion and the Palatin, no 
longer gives three meals & day as they did 
until Mbs. Warshavsky, Esther’s mother, 
died last year. Mordechai Warshavsky, 
the ruddy, white-haired proprietor of the 
Palatin since 1934, explains the financial 
■ struggle of the small hotels. 

Much of the tourist trade today operates 
by groups. For a small establishment like 
his own with 27 rooms, to handle a bus-load 
of guests on a package tour, he must forgo 
meat individual guests whose schedule and 
length of stay varies. Moreover, food and 
staff costs are so high it no longer pays to 
serve meals. 

This same motif is echoed by the Fried- 
mans of B’tochechal Yerushaiayim on 
Rehov Ibn Ezra 22 who operate what is 
becoming a dying concept — the suburban 
pension.

High star rating of hotels does not 
necessarily merit good service. 
After my son’s barmitrva. one 
relative took the entire family out 
for dinner at a Haifa hotel. Each 
time a dish was removed from the 
table, the guests' were showered 
with rice and cutlery, and 1 can’t 
remember whether the poor cousin 
-who ordered the. alternative dish of 
the day ever got fed at all. 

■ The young tourists too suffer 
from inconsideration. I usually give 
my young visitors maps and guides 
and together with my older children 
. they tour the countryside by public 
transport, sleeping at youth hostels. 

• On three occasions in one week, 
in different parts of the country, my 
nephew asked an Egged driver to 
tell him when he had reached his 
destination, and in each case the 
driver did not bother to remember 
— and this was not during daytime 
rush hours. 

Now that the tourist facilities are 
attracting a different clientele, one 
has. to remember that some of the 
tourists think of the country on an 
equivalent basis to Bermuda or Ita- 
ly. They are not emotionally com-

' and France, know what civilization 
has to otter. Like their parents 
however, they prefer the tranquil 
tempo of the desert. 

As for the future, Bjorn intends 
continuing his cam el -safaris for as 
long as the political situation 
allows. “These are not tourist 
trips,” he explained. “We go out for 
seven days with the Beduin as they 
make their way from village to 
village, distributing rice, news or 
whatever. We sleep under the stars 
and eat rice, data, dried fish, oc- 
casionally fresh fish and once dur- 
ing the trip we have a “hafia" (Be- 
duin feast) with freshly slaughtered 
lamb.

every broken bottle or torn plastic 
bag because it is Jewish. 

They consider discourteous ser- 
vice, inconsiderate hotel staff, dis- 
honest^ shop-keepers, dirty littered-, 
beaches, and the smell by the air-[ 
port - as very good reasons for fin- 
ding somewhere else to spend their 
money. 

Complaints about guided tours 
were often justified, J thought. 
When our visitors ask us for advice 
on where to go to see the beauty of 
Israel, or if I have time to take 
them myself, there is a wealth of 
richly forested mountains, the roll- 
ing hills of the Carmel, the ever- 
changing colours of the Galil, the 
exquisite sparkling Klnneret, quiet 
parks and unspoilt beaches. Nearer 
the centre of Israel, no visitor I 
have ever taken to Beit H&tfutzot 
has been disappointed. 

And yet some of the tourists who 
had spent their holidays in organiz- 
ed tours were disappointed at the 
lack of imagination in many of 
these trips. Some friends took a day 
off to visit us, but did not seem 
enthusiastic about being shown 
round Haifa after their organized 
tour of the city which had only 
covered the view from Panorama 
Road and the gift shops at the 
Druse villages. But when I showed 
them the Haifa 1 love, they were 
enthralled — after all there are far 
more views of Haifa Bay than just 
from the observation point in 
Panorama Road. 

I fended the tour at the Illegal Im- 
migration Museum, the Af A1 Pi 
Chen. They had seen the ship stan- 
ding on dry land as their touring 
bus had entered Haifa, but the 
guide dismissed it as “just another 
ship." When I took them Inside and 
showed them the restored Im- 
migrant ship and they read some of 
the stories and songs displayed 
there, they declared it a highlight of 
the visit. 

So there is obviously a need for a 
rethink on the needs of visitors to 
this country; whether they be ar- 
dent Zionists who want to find 
“their trees" or uncommitted 
holiday-makers who want to be 
shown interesting museums, 
beautiful scenery and clean 
beaches. •

YOU DON’T HAVE to be young to 
stay at a Youth Hostel in Israel, but 
It helps to be young in' spirit. 

The more than SO hostels all over 
the country are open to anyone, 
regardless of age, race, religion or 
nationality. Not everyone will enjoy 
abiding by the hostel rules. But in a 
period of zooming Inflation, the 
moderate prices will appeal to 
many and youth hostels could well 
mean a holiday that might not 
otherwise be possible. 

Those who took advantage of 
hostels while touring Europe may 
not be aware that many ot Israel’s 
youth hostels have family rooms for 
couples- with children. They make 
possible simple clean accommoda- 
tion in some of the most beautiful 
parts of the country. 

In a recent tour of a few of the 
Youth Hostels with Dr. Walter 
Katz, volunteer president of the 
Israel Youth Hostel Federation, I 
had an opportunity to see at first 
hand some of the accommodation 
being offered. I also learned that 
with 730,000 bed nights last year, 
the federation claims to be the 
country's busiest host. 

Some 40 per cent of the guests 
were foreign tourists, he said, a 
number that has remained fairly 
constant. However, whereas In the 
past the largest overseas group was 
Americans, it ia now Germans. 

The federation, which started In 
the '90s with an old army barracks 
in Rfar Vitkin, has been working 
hard to upgrade its facilities over 
the years. Dr. Katz explained that 
although the overnight fee did, in 
practical ly all cases, cover the 
hostel's running expenses, it did not 
pay for improvements or new 
buildings. 

Much of the atmosphere, natural- 
ly enough, depends on the hostel 
directors, who must be good ad- 
ministrators, have an understan- 
ding of finances, be able to create a 
pleasant atmosphere and be 
amateur psychologists in the 
bargain. In recent years especially, 
there has been an attempt to create 
small rooms, eliminating the large 
and unfriendly dormitory-type ac- 
commodations. 

This, he said, has paid off. 
Youngsters who tend to be 
boisterous and destructive are 
more careful about nice-looking, 
amiable surroundings. In fact, he 
said, the school groups, which were 
the worst of the offenders, have on 
the whole improved during the last 
few years. 

However, he admitted that the 
“daily tasks" that are expected of 
everyone in youth hostels, have 
very much remained a dead letter 
in Israel. In one location, the Bl&u- 
Weiss Hostel in Arad, the director's 
wife actually felt that it was easier 
to do without the "daily task," 

The Blau-Weiss Hostel is close to 
Dr. Katz’s heart, as it is named 
after the Central European Zionist 
youth group to which he hlmwalf 
belonged when he was a youngster 
in Germany.- Located in a lush gar- 
den, with flowers, trees and rose 
bushes, the hostel also boasts a 
small menagerie of Barbary ducks 

and pigeons: • ' 

- In addition* to -a large new 
building, it also has small one-room 
structures, inherited from a Tech- 
nioc experiment in desert struc- 
tures. The hostel is especially pop- 
ular with families who want to 
spend a few days In a quiet at- 
mosphere, as well as school groups 
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Hostelling 

Haim Shapiro roughs it with the young in spirit 


who use ft as a base tor excursions 
into the Judean Desert and nearby 
Masada. 

As for the Masada hostel, it has 
evolved considerably since I stayed 
there about 15 years ago. The 
buildings are the same, but gone 
are the barracks-like accom- 
modations. Instead, one finds small 
rooms, complete with curtains and 
colourful wail decorations. 

Much of the decorating was done 
by the hostel's energetic new 
manager, who is also arranging for 
the re-opening of the small museum 
at Masada, long closed for lack of 
personnel to run It Another struc- 
ture that he hopes to use is the 
enclosed amphitheatre, suitable for 
lectures and slide shows on the 
area, as well as films. 

Meanwhile, the visitors can 
spend their evenings in the hostel 
common room, which is equipped 
with "games and television set. 
Further along the Dead Sea, -the 
hostel at Eln Gedi even boasts a dis- 
cotheque. located in the building's 
shelter. 

From the road this handsome 
structure looks like a comfortable 
hotel, and the impression Inside is 
not much different. The at- 


mosphere of luxury is augmented 
by a series of family rooms that the 
hostel is now adding, complete with 
toilet and shower in every room. 

A large, well-appointed dining 
room serves three meals a day, and 
a special festive meal, with frtd- 
dush, is served on Friday night. Dr. 
Katz explained that all the coun- 
try's hostels ore kosher, although 
not all have rabbinical supervision. 

There are also a number of 
hostels that are orthodox. This does 
not mean, he hastened to add, that 
non-orthodox are barred, but those 
who do stay are asked to respect the 
religious atmosphere, especially on 
Shabbat. 

Meanwhile, for those Interested 
in staying In one of the country's 
hostels, there is an added attraction 
for May and June when anyone 
carrying a youth hostal card Is en- 
titled to a special price of 1830’tor 
bed and breakfast, 2S35 for half- 
pension and 1840 for full pensions 
There are extra charges for a fami- 
ly room or for the hostel in Opldra. 

Hostel cards are available at 
most of the hostels and at the 
federation central office, S Rehov 
Dorot Rishonim, Jerusalem, tel.

Good news for some widows who want to remarry 

Reforms in Histadrut provident fund

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV- — Widow* will no 
longer have to “live in Bin” in cer- 
tain case*, if they both want to 
receive a survivors’ pension on 
behalf of their late husband while 
re-establishing family life with 
another man. This was stated 
yesterday by Arieb Oron. general 
manager of the Central Provident 
Fund for Histadrut Workers, in out- 
lining several reforms which are 
now taking effect. 

Until now, a widow’s pension was 
stepped when she remarried, Oron 
said, but henceforth, if she Is above 
30 years of age she will continue to 
receive her late husband's pension. 
Moreover. If she is under 30 and has 
children, she will also continue to 
receive this pension. "In the past, 
we were all too often witness to 
widows setting up household with a 
man. without being able to marry 
him, so they could continue to 
receive their pension. ” 

Oron did not say how many 
women were effected by this move. 
In alt, the provident fund has 72,500 
members (88.500 at the end of 1978). 
with 13,515 of them (12.534) receiv- 
ing pensions or disability benefits. 

The 72,500 workers are employed 
not only by the Histadrut proper, 
but also by Its affiliates, such as 
Tnuva, Hamaahbir H&merkaxi, the 
Zarchanlot. Kupat Hollm, Bank 
Hapoallm. and in some cases 


organisations not affiliated with the 
Histadrut, such as the Israel 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 

Other reforms taking effect in 
1880 are reducing the period of 
eligibility from three years to one. 
This means that a person can now 
•eceive a pension after being a 
member of the fund for only one 
year. Moreover, grants will be 
made to those persons who worked 
for more than 35 years and who 
reached the VO per cent maximum 
pension rights. 

For example, a person who 
started to work at 20 and worked 
continuously until 55 in the past did 
’not accumulate any additional pen- 
sion rights after the age of 65. 
Henceforth, that person will 
receive a grant equivalent .to 75 per. 
cent of each month's wages for 
each year he works above 35 upon 
reaching the age of retirement. 

"In the past,'* Oron admitted, 
“many persons complained that 
they were being deducted for pen- 
sion rights for many years without 
receiving any material benefits for 
the deductions.” ■ 

However, the pension rigbts In all 
cases do not include monthly 
payments made by the employer as 
car and telephone allowances 
(which often account for about 30 
per cent of the total salary and on . 
which income tax is deducted as If 
they were wages.) 

The pensions are based In certain 
cases, if the member organizations 


agreed to this, on payments for 
overtime, professional literature, 
global compensation, standby-pay; 
the thirteenth. month’s salary, and 
several other benefits. , 

The assets of the Central Provi- 
dent Fund grew from H#7.088b. at 
the end of 1978 to HaeJTjb. at the 
end' of 1979. This was a 1X5.5 per 
cent Inflationary increase but a 5.? 
per cent increase in real 
(noninflationary) terms. 

Moreover, the fund** reserves 
grew by EUSlm. in 1979, compared 
to a growth of IL80m. In 1978. 

The reasons for these Increases, 
Oron explained, where not only the. 
addition of 4,000 new members, but 
the fact that nearly all members 
were earning more: Another reason 
was "the proper management of 
the fund,” be said. 


As an example of the latter, he 
pointed out that administrative ex- 
penditures dropped from 5.2 per 
cent of premium income in 1975* to. 
3.7 per cent in 1979. If in 1978 each 
one of the fund’s 140 employees 
. handled 577 flies, last year the same 
employee (the number of 
employees remained stable at 140) 
handled 0X2 files. 

The financial strength of the fund 
-was continuously increasing. If in 
1975 a full 84.5 per cent of all 
premium income was paid out for 
pensions and disabilities , in 1979, 
the percentage had dropped to 73.4. 
per cent, Oron said. 


Tefahot workers concerned about jobs

TEL, AVIV. — The workers com- 
mittee of the Tefahot Mortgage 
Bank yesterday ordered the bank's 
320 employees to atop providing 
management with the data needed 
to draw up the 1979 balance sheet. 

This step, which will have no 
direct or indirect effect on the 
bank's customers, was taken after 
the finance ministry, which runs 
Tefahot since it is a government 
company, refused to negotiate with 
the workers about their future. The 
ministry recently announced that it 
Intends to sell the bonk, which has 
eleven branches, to the Mizrahi 
Bank. 

The spokesman for the workers 
committee said that the employees 
wanted a written statement from 
the finance ministry saying that 
their conditions of employment will 
not deteriorate as a result of the 


“Our devoted work has made 
Tefahot a highly successful bank. 
Our productivity Is the highest of 
any bank in the country, while we 
maintain, costs below those of any 
Other bank. We feel that we are en- 
titled to protect our future,” the 
spokesman said. 

The finance min&try had indeed 
initiated talks with the workers, but 
its representatives were “em- 
powered only to listen, not to take 
any legal steps,” a ministry 
spokesman 'said. 

The workers were afraid that un- 
less their rights were protected by a 
legal agreement, Mizrahi might 
abolish those departments ~ such 
as the savings scheme branch — 
which would be competing with the 
new owner’s similar department. 

A spokesman for the Mizrahi 
Bank said some weeks ago that no 
such steps would be contemplated 
in the near future.

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The teachers’ case 


THAT THERE IS method In the madness seems obvious 
enough. For with a thoroughness that would otherwise elicit ad- 
miration, one group in the community after another is being put 
through the government's wringer — pushed from pillar to post, 
rapped on the knuckles, forced to empty its pockets, until it 
turns even against its will — into & foe of the regime-^ 

Yet to what purpose? Perhaps in order to prove the justice of 
the ancient adage that if everyone is griping, the rulers of a 
country must be doing something right. The proof, alas, 
remains somewhat unconvincing. 

Farmers and industrialists, workers and landlords, young 
couples and old pensioners — all have received the treatment. 
Now, evidently, it is the teachers' turn, and not for the first time 

either. . . .. . 

Whether the handling of the teachers' case is the best cause 
for a no-confidence motion, such as has Just been tabled in the 
Knesset by the Opposition, is a technical question for the 
politicians to decide. What cannot be gainsaid is that it is an 
almost perfect example of the way an administration contrives 
to inspire mistrust and hostility in the very people whose 
destinies it is supposed to direct. 

The government wishes to save money, which it claims is 
scarce. This is a laudable aim. But the government is also deter- 
mined to give youth a good education. This, again, is highly 
praiseworthy. Unfortunately the two objectives are not always 
easy to reconcile. 

What, for instance, is to be done when the teachers make plain 
they will no longer be content with anything less than full equali- 
ty of status — meaning, primarily, wages — with other 
professions? And when a satisfaction of their demands will cost 
the Treasury a good few billions of pounds? 

In the short run, the teachers are to be plied with peanuts — 
even as the basic justice of their cause is recognized. Then 
negotiations are to be dragged out, committees of inquiry ap- 
pointed, promises dangled but not fulfilled, the courts called in 
to intervene — and an attempt even made to curb teachers' 
labour rights. 

The teachers' cause is just, it will be repeated, but it cannot be 
satisfied just yet. 

It Is not necessary to endorse the partisan argument of the two 
teachers* unions in its entirety in order to admit that their con- 
duct in this controversy has been fairly correct while their treat- 
ment at the hands of the administration leaves much to be 
desired. 

Over a year ago the matter of the teachers' status was 
referred, at the beheBt of Education Minister Zevulun Hammer, 
to 1 he Etzioni Commission. No sooner did the commission sub- 
mit its recommendations, last December, than they were un- 
ceremoniously, and in quite familiar manner, put on ice. 

The teachers, appreciating the enormous expense of im- 
mediate implementation, chose to allow the government time. 
But they did insist on a prompt linkage of their wages with those 
oti the engineers. The Treasury baulked, as usual, and Mr. 
Hammer's mediation efforts failed. . 

Then it was that Mr. Hammer dropped the hot potato in the 
lap of the Jerusalem labour district court. When the court ruled 
in favour of the teachers, it was thought that this would be the 
end of the affair. But it was not. It took several more weeks of 
haggling to produce an agreement on a 15.75 per cent pay hike 
for the teachers. 

On the face of it, this was a gratifying outcome. But at the last 
moment the Treasury, acting through the Civil Service Com- 
missioner, threw a monkey wrench into the works: the 
teachers, it contended, had first to undertake to refrain from 
any labour action until the start of the next school year — well 
beyond the expiry of their present contract — and from resor- 
ting to the labour court. 

This, while the government itself was appealing the decision 
of the lower labour court in the matter of the linkage. With ail 
due understanding for the Treasury's concern over the fate of 
the budget, it must be said that this is a moat peculiar way of 
running a state. 

If ever a workers' strike merited sympathy, the teachers' 
strike did. And if the government does not rethink its modus 
operand!, worse disruptions of the country’s learning process 
will surely occur .

HALF a millennium ago, 
Machlavelii noted that in order for 
a leader to capture and maintain 
authority he must be both allon and 
a fox. In the hurly-burly of late 
medieval Italian politics, the 
"Prince" had to be not only per- 
sonally courageous but also 
politically wily and ruthless. 

Of Allon's courage there was 
never any doubt. From his days in 
the Special Night Squads through 
his leadership of the Palm ah and 
command of the southern front in 
the War of Independence, he 
always exhibited the traits of the 
Uon: strength in battle; fortitude 
under duress. Indeed, on the 
military battlefield be was the con- 
summate fox as well — ever a step 
or two ahead of the enemy. 

Yet Israel has produced more 
than its fair share of military 
heroes with such personal traits. 
Where Yigal Allon stood apart was 
in his uncommon human decency. 
His gentle nature and lack of ar- 
tifice allowed him to lead not as one 
above his troops but as the very em- 
bodiment of his comrades-in-arms.

A STATE IN THE MAKING 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I read with great interest 
an article entitled "Notable bank 
notes'* by Aaron Stttner which 
appeared in The Jerusalem Poet a 
while ago and devoted itself to the 
development of currency in Israel. 

Let me add some facts about the 
first issue of money which was 
planned and printed and held in 
reserve a year before the State was 
established. 


In 1947 1 was the Controller of the 
Jewish Agency office in New York, 
and the representative of the 
Jewish Agency Treasurer, the late 
Ellezer Kaplan. At that time. In the 
summer of 1947, we were honoured 
with the visit of the late Siegfried 
Hoofien, who came to New York to 
attend to bank business and to ad- 
vise on monetary affairs confron- 
ting the Jewish Agency — the so- 
called “Government fn Exile.” 


We asked Mr. Schomp to proceed 
to get that approval. Two weeks 
later, I received a phone call from 
Mr. Schomp informing me that he 
had received approval and that he 
was ready to discuss the matter 
further. Mr. Hoofien met with Mm 
and placed an order for currency to 
be printed in the name of the Anglo- 
Palestine Bank and to be signed by 
Mr.' Hoofien and Aaron Barth. The 
currency was printed and stored for 
future delivery and use. 


One of the problems we con- 
sidered was the availahtl:*.? of an 
adequate supply of currency in the 
event the British were to pull out 
abruptly. Earlier that year the 
British had thrown Palestine out of 
the so-called sterling bloc. That 
meant that they accepted all con- 
tributions of hard currency, but did 
not make any hard currency 
available for the needs of Palestine. 
In effect, this meant the Jewish 
community. And we soon began to 
realize that, in the event of a transi- 
tion, there would be no cooperation 
forthcoming from the British 
government. 


In May 1948, the State was 
declared and the British left 
Palestine. Before doing so, all 
Palestine bank notes were 
withdrawn, postage was destroyed; 
in short, the country was left in a 
state of confusion. In the meantime, 
a young man who had been brought 
to New York by Mr. Hoofien as an 
assistant, Gideon Strauss, gathered 
up the newly printed bank notes and 
arrang-.-d with Hadasaah, which 
had chartered a plant, to carry 
needed medical supplies to- Israel, 
to take him jmd the money to Israel. 
There was no regular air service to 
Israel in the first days. El A1 had 
not yet been established and (he air- 
lines of the world had suspended 
regular service to Palestine in 
March of that year. Whatever air 
communication there was was 
limited to chartered planes. 


One day Mr. Hoofien came to me 
and asked me who printed money. I 
told him that there were a number 
of establishments, the most promi- 
nent being the American Bank Note 
Company. 


I called up and made an appoint- 
ment with Mr. A.L. Schomp, Sr., 
the president of this company, and 
Mr. Hoofien and I went down town 
to Wall Street to meet him. 


This was probably the currency 
referred- to in the article by Mr. 
Ashbel when he stated that a cove- 
nant had been signed between the 
Anglo-Palcstine Bank and the 
Provisional Government of Israel.

A week or so later we met again. 
After a long and drawn-out In- 
troduction, Mr. Hoofien said he 
wanted to print some money, that 
he expected there would soon be an 
Independent Jewish State in 
Palestine and that it would need 
money.

The political parallels here with 
Allon are striking. Both men came 
out with platforms which were 
ahead of their time (in Allon's case, 
the Allon Plan for the territories), 
and stuck to their principles even in 
the face of the most vociferous op- 
position. Both also suffered from 
physical ailments but continued to 
serve their countries until the end. 
Courage Is not only a matter of star- 
ing down the barrel of a gun. 

In addition, it was not for nothing 
that Humphrey came to be known ■ 
as the “happy warrior.” He revell- 
ed not in the power that was his or 
that he further asplrad to, but . 
rather in the battle for the good use 
to which such power could be put. 
Humphrey, too, was a “soft" 'man 
and politician, unlike Ms presiden- 
tial mentor Lyndon Johnson and his 
arch-opponent Richard Nixon.
